Tax rate to top $70 


During the past year Wilmington 
enjoyed a ‘‘moderate’’ tax rate, in 
Massachusetts communities. It 
was one of $56.50 per thousand 
valuation. 

In 1975 the tax rate bids well to 
be over $70, and there is not much 
that can be done about it. Inflation 
and other causes have inexorably 
gripped the Town of Wilmington. 

In the last week of December the 
Town Crier-had*a- story that the” 
Town Manager's budget was up 
$10. The Town Crier should have 
said $13. It was the Town Crier 
that read the figures wrong, not 
the Town Manager. 

Most of the $13 increase is com- 
ing from increases in the operating 
budgets of public schools - both the 
Wilmington schools and 
Shawsheen Valley Technical High 
School. 

There isn't much that can be 


done about school budgets. The 
School Committees are in charge 
of their budgets. Neither the Town 
Meeting nor the Town Manager 
can do much about it. 

The $70 tax rate for Wilmington 
(start it off at $69.50) includes the 
Town Manager's budget, but does 
not include Warrant Articles, 
which are a part of the Town 
Meeting and will be voted on in the 

on the Second Satur- 
day in March. This year there are 
48 warrant articles - not all of 
which mean an increase in taxes. 

The warrant will appear-in the 
next issue of the Town Crier. 

Two of the more costly articles 
are one for $300,000 to start a new 
Town Dump, down by the North 
Woburn line, and another for $250,- 
000 for a Town Forest in North 
Wilmington, up by Camp Forty

School Committee reduces plans 


Supt. of Schools Walter Pierce 


has termed the problem of plan-- 


ning for a new High School in 
Wilmington a ‘Bureaucratic 
Nightmare." It is a tepm that can 
be used to describe the complexity 
of the problems facing the School 
Committee. in its drive to answer 
the problem of having a high 
school that is inadequate for the 
present school population. 

The site that is proposed is in 
North Wilmington, northerly of 
Salem Street and westerly of the 
Wildcat Railroad. As an alter- 
native there are persons in the 
School Committee who are willing 


to think about an addition to the 
present High School - but that 
Possibility is.not as good as it once 
was. 

During the past week the School 
Committee has reduced the 
“educational specs"’ for the new 
High School by 50,000 square feet. 

The school was originally plann- 
ed for 278,000 square feet. Now it is 
being planned for 235,000 square 
feet. This could possibly reduce 
costs by about $2 millions, based 
on a cost estimate of $40 per 
square foot. 

The School Committee and the 
Permanent Building Committee 


are now for all intents practically 
commited to a sewer, to connect 
with the MDC sewer at Eames 
Street. at a cost of about $3.2. 
millions. The alternative was a 
large disposal system on the North 
Wilmington site, which would cost 
over $2.3 millions, and for which 
there would be maintenance costs, 
and perhaps an eventual replace- 
ment cost. 

This decision has brought on 
more action. The Susaki 
Associates. of Watertown were 
called in to make an environmen- 
tal study, based on no sewer bed in

Napoleon Amelotte: call him a genius 


Napoleop, has conquored his last 
field. 

Napoleon R. Amelotte, who died 
last Thursday, was a man always 
ready to embark on a new path. 
He was a self-made man, a man 
with such a wide range of 
proficiency that one would have to 
call him a genius. 

He was a Coast Guard officer, a 
machinist, a law school graduate, 
a harbor pilot, a police officer. He 
served in the Field Artillery under 
General Pershing. He was in the 
National Guard during the Boston 
Police strike. At age 13, he took 
his first job, lighting gas lamps in 
Worcester. 

But even with so many ac- 
complishments, he was.a modest 
man. The proudest day in the life 
of Napoleon Amelotte was when he 
graduated from Boston High 
School of Commerce, when he was 
53 years old. 

Twelve years ago, he told a 
Boston Herald interviewer, ‘The 
thing I wanted more, than anything 
else was a high school education - 
this was a big wall that stood in my 
way no matter where I turned, no 
matter what I wanted to do.” 

The Boston Herald article was 
occasioned by his studying law at 
Portia School of Law at age 68. He 
had already studied criminal law 
at Boston University in 1928, and 
he held an LLIB from LaSalle Ex- 
tension University, a degree that 
was not recognized in 
Massachusetts. He later became a 
member of the Judicature Society. 

Napoleon Amelotte was born in 
Spencer, Mass. in 1893. His father 
was a blacksmith and he had to 
raise his seven children by 
himself. Napoleon used to cook 
when he was so small he had to 
stand on a chair to reach the stove. 

Napoleon one time tried to cook 
a rooster. He cooked the bird all 
day. but it was still tough enough 
to bend a fork 

The family was poor. Young 
Napoleon used to go to the railroad 
yards in Worcester and spread 
formented mash for the pigeons, 
and once they were drunk, he 
would grab them and take them 
home for food. He would also 
taunt butchers at the market. In

anger. they would throw a piece of 
liver at him, which he would take 
home for the family. 

He took a job as a lamplighter 
while he was still in school, and 
had 52 lamps to light every even- 
ing, carrying a ladder and torch as 
he made his rounds. 

He left school at age 15, taking a 
job in a toolmaking company, later 
working as a locksmith. He also 
worked as a chauffer for Mayor 
Holmes of Worcester. 

After moving to Boston, where 
he married, he served on the 
Boston Police Department for 22 
years He worked as a 
plainclothesman during the thir- 
ties. working in Chinatown during 
the Wong Tong Opium War. 

He also worked as a security of- 
ficer at the Watertown Arsenal, 
and come World II, he 
enlisted in the Coast(Guatd. where 
his police work together ‘with his 
mechanical ability suitéd him for

patroling Boston Harbor. 

One of the police boats was the 
Crowley, a small boat which was 
used for patrolling under the 
docks. It had a small steam engine 
for propulsion, and made no noise 
as it travelled around during the 
night time. Popularly called 
“Sneaky Dick."’ [t was the bane of 
the thief who tried to rob 
warehouses and ships 

Sneaky Dick operated for over 
twenty years, and later was 
replaced by the Curtis. Anyone 
who knew the Boston waterfront 
during the 1920’ and 1930’ knew of 
Sneaky Dick, and has fond 
memories of the little craft. 

Not one to take his Boston Har- 
bor assignment lightly, he earned 
a pilot’s license for the harbor. He 
weathered the great hurricane of 
1938 tossing about in a patrol boat 
in the harbor. 

After World War II, in addition 
to his pursiut of his studies, he 
worked in marine engineering. He 
lived in Stoneham for a number of 
years before moving to 
Wilmington 11 years ago. He lived 
on Glen Road with his wife 
Mildred and his daughter, Mrs. 
Virginia O. Lathrope. 

He is also survived by a second 
daughter, Mrs. Gloria Jodion Blair 
of Medford, a son, Paul F.

This can reduce, significantly, the 
opposition from various state and 
local agencies having to do with 
environment. 

Conversely, Walter Pierce has 
pointed out. the wet lands behind 
Wilmington High School is to be 
classified as a Marsh. There is 
significant growth in that land, and 
if it were proposed that the land be 
filled. for purposes of erecting a 
school there would be significant 
opposition, from an ecological 
viewpoint. 

Susaki. too, found that there 
were some ‘‘magnificent’’ trees in 
parts of the 90.5 acres. The firm 
mentioned several white oak trees 
as being worthy of preservation. 

The water shed, they reported, 
divides at about Salem Street.

The Superintendent and 
members of the School Committee 
met with members of the Board of 
Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce. yesterday morning for 
a “briefing which lasted two 
hours.

On July first Chapter 492 comes 
into effect. This chapter allows 
only 50.4 per cent reimbursement 
to Wilmington. 

[t will take months to get 
everything ready for presentation 
to the SBAB. There must be a 
Town Meeting in February, after 
which the plans etc. have to be 
prepared. Pierce said that the 
documents to be submitted would 
make a pile over three feet high 

Not only is the SBAB interested, 
but so are many other state 
organizations, some of which were 
not in existance a few years ago, 
and any one of which could stop the 
process by a negative vote, and 
without regard for the actions of 
other groups or committees. It is a 
part of the state's ecological 
program, and of other programs 
which have recently become a part 
of the government, including, for 
instance, a commission which 
worries about employee's toilets. 

With reference to the July first 
date of Chapter 492, Wilmington's 
Town Manager, Sterling Morris, 
has computed that Wilmington 
would lose $4 millions if the SBAB 
approval for the school is delayed 
beyond July 1. This is based on a

Report of the Wilmington 
Dump Study Committee 


The Solid Waste Disposal Com- 
mittee was formed in late 1972 in 
order to investigate the current 
status of solid waste disposal in 
Wilmington and to make 
recommendations to the Board of 
Selectmen for an economical, 
long-term means of solid waste 
disposal which would comply with 
applicable State regulations. 

On May 8, 1972 and again on 
April 2, 1973, the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 
issued citations to the town of 
Wilmington for violations of Sec- 
tion 150A of Chapter 111 of the 
General Laws and _ the 
“Regulations for the Disposal of 
Solid Wastes by Sanitary Land- 
fill.” By letter dated December 4, 
1973, the Director of the Division 
of Environmental Health issued an 
order to the Board of Selectmen to 
comply with these regulations. A 
hearing was held on January 21, 
1974 regarding the order to comp- 
ly. Based on the findings made at 
this hearing, a ‘‘tentative 
decision’ was issued by the 
Department of Public Health on 
May 17, 1974, which found the ex- 
isting sanitary landfill site to be in 
violation of six different 
regulations and which ordered im- 
mediate compliance with the 
regulations. On June 11, 1974 
“‘final decision" was issued by the 
Department of Public Health re- 
quiring compliance with all 
applicable regulations. By letter 
dated September 16, 1974, the town 
was given until October 14, 1974 to 
submit a final plan for abating all 
violations of the regulations. In 
view of the study undertaken by 
the town, this deadline has been 
unofficially extended and an in- 
terim plan has been requested 
which would show how the present 
dump will comply with certain 
regulations until the new landfill is 
operational. 

The Committee first reviewed 
the various methods available for 
solid waste disposal, inspected the 
existing disposal site in the town, 
and investigated approximately 
five other potential sites. The 
Committee then interviewed a 
number of engineering firms and 
selected Metcalf & Eddy, Inc. to 
conduct a study of present and 
future means of solid waste dis- 
posal within the town. The study 
was in conformance with 
specifications drawn by the Com- 
mittee and was funded by the 
town. Metcalf & Eddy, Inc., in 
sum, was asked to select the best 
method and location for solid 
waste disposal and to develop a 
plan for carrying out their 
recommendations upon approval 
of the town. 

Various alternatives such as in- 
cineration, out-of-town disposal, 
regionalization and in-town 
sanitary landfill were considered. 
Based on cost and feasibility, it 
was determined that the best 
available alternative was.a within- 
town sanitary landfill. 

Metcalf & Eddy, Inc. undertook 
a study of the existing landfill 
operated by Mr. Spinazola and 
fove other possible sites. It was 
determined that the most suitable 
site for the development and 
operation of a sanitary landfill was 
the town-owned land on the 
Wilmington-Woburn line, west of 
Route 38 and adjacent to the ex- 
isting town dump. 

The Committee recommends 
that this site be operated by a

Private contractor, chosen by 
Public bidding, and that the opera- 
tion be in conformance with all 
applicable State regulations. The 
Committee further recommends 
that the new site be operated from 
8:00 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. every day 
except Tuesday, that a voluntary 
recycling program be established, 
and that the site would ultimately 
be used as a public recreational 
facility. Table 1, attached, givesa 
more detailed list of the Com- 
mittee’s recommendations. 

The financial considerations that 
went into these evaluations and 
recommendations are as 
follows..The town Presently pays 
Mr. Spinazola $60,000 per year to 
operate the dump. (It is noted that 
the proposed town budget makes 
provision for an expenditure of 
$75,000) Another $41,500 is 
currently being spent on private 
garbage collection, which will not 
be necessary with the new landfill 
since garbage and rubbish will be 
combined. It has been estimated 
by Metcalf & Eddy, Inc. that about 
$170,000 will be necessary per year 
to run athe present dump in con- 
formance with State regulations. 
If it is assumed that a minimum of 
$50,000 per year could be retrieved 
by charging industrial and com- 
mercial users a fee for dumping. 
The total cost to the town would be 
about $120,000 for the first year. 
The proposed new landfill site 
would cost approximately $140,000 
per year as a maximum to 
operate. However, this figure 
would also be reduced by an es- 
timated $50,000 per year in 
revenue from industrial and com- 
mercial users of the landfill. The 
resulting figure of $90,000 per year 
would mean an annual savings of 
$30,000 for the first year to the 
town. Moreover, the new landfill 
site would be operated in com-
